It 
was given to the Historical Society by 
Dr. Knudtzon who had received it by 
direct line from its original owner, Dr. 
Joseph Wassal, who officed at what was 
then the premier professional building 
of the Loop at the corner of State and 
Washington. Carefully cared for and 
used since the 1880's the equipment 
came to Dr. Knudtzon in almost pristine 
condition and his solicitude for its pres- 
ervation and unselfish desire to see it 
properly displayed for the education of 
hicagoans result in a uniquely faithful 
reproduction of a long-ago scene from 
our profession’s past. The exhibit is well 
worth a visit—and your time at the Mu- 
seum will be counted a happy and valu- 
able experience.

The original owner, Dr. Wassal, was as 
colorful as the equipment he used. We 
suppose today he would have been called 
a “society dentist.” Married to one of 
Chicago’s famous beauties he numbered 
among his patients Victor Lawson, 
founder of the Chicago Daily News, the 
Pullmans, McCormicks, Bowens, Ryer- 
sons, Cranes, Lowdens—a glittering list 
of Chicago’s great. He was personal den- 
tist to the Czar of Russia and annually, 
for two months out of the year, he so- 
journed in that faroff land and treated 
its monarch. He also numbered the the- 
atrical great among his patients and 
examination of his old accounts shows 
that he did work for the Barrymores, the 
Drews, Nat Goodwin and others who 
trod the buskin’d stage of the period. Dr. 
Wassal met an untimely death in a yacht- 
ing mishap in Lake Michigan. 

The Chicago Dental Society contrib- 
uted financially to the reconstruction 
effort and its officers and directors aided 
greatly in the technical problems arising 
in the process. Even the scene outside 
of the exhibit’s windows portrays the then 
current scene with unswerving verisimili- 
tude for depicted there are the exact 
buildings complete with signs that were 
to be seen from Dr. Wassal’s original 
windows in the budding Loop. We are 
firm believers that “in darkness dwells 
the people which knows its annals not” 
and we earnestly recommend a visit to 
the Chicago Historical Society Museum 
to see this exhibit.

GOOD WORK 


During the last thirty days, the Officers and committeemen of the Illinois 
State Dental Society and the Chicago Dental Society, in cooperation with an 
aroused membership-at-large, showed what a united front can do in defeating 
legislation which would endanger the health of the public. That danger was 
in the form of House Bill 1118, known as the “Public Denturist Bill” which 
would have licensed dental laboratory technicians to construct prosthetic appli- 
ances directly for the public. It would have permitted men without proper 
educational training and scientific background to render a health service which 

_ a dentist alone is licensed to do. This Bill had among its backers some of 
the men found guilty by Judge Padden in the Superior Court of violating the 
Dental Practice Act and endangering the health of the public, and would 
legalize an illegal practice. 


The profession did a marvelous job in bringing to the attention of the Legis- 
lators the dangers to the health of the public should such a bill become law. 
Once properly informed, the Legislators, acting in the best interest of the public, 
made evident that the Bill would fail to pass so it was withdrawn. This does 
not mean that the Bill is dead and it is quite possible that it will be introduced 
at some future session of the Legislature. So vigilance must be our watchword. 
Before resting on our oars, let each of us who contacted our legislators express 
the deep appreciation of the profession. A special “thank you” is due Noble Lee 
of the 5th Senatorial district and to Mrs. Van der Vries of the 7th who led the 
opposition to Bill 1118; also to Representatives Lillian Piotrowski, Warren 
Wood, and Samuel H. Shapiro for their invaluable assistance. 


Just a few observations to be drawn from our experience in this legislative 
battle: 


1. The importance of eternal vigilance in protecting the health of the public. 


2. The importance that rests upon the professional man in taking active part 
in civic affairs and in knowing his public officials, especially our aldermen, our 
legislators, our State Senators, our National Representatives and Senators. Only 
as we assume our full civic responsibilities can we get good cooperation from our 


Legislators. 


If you are personally acquainted with your Senator or Representative and 
could act as a contact man, you can be of tremendous service to your Society 
by so doing.

3. The importance of a well-informed and unified profession in guarding 
the health of the public. 


4. The importance of maintaining the high degree of interest and enthu- 
siasm in our efforts to bring about a better enforcement and thereby greatly 
reduce the number of illegal operators. Only as you and I assume our full 

- measure of civic responsibility can we make progress.

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ccording to the Constitution and 
By-Laws, the object of the Chicago 
Dental Society is “to promote the public 
welfare by the improvement and ad- 
vancement of the dental profession in 
education, science, and professional serv- 
ice; to engage in charitable, scientific, 
literary and educational purposes.” This 
is a large order. 

The activities of the Society have in- 
creased steadily since 1864, when we 
first organized, until it sometimes seems 
that new problems confront us almost 
daily. Many years ago, the officers and 
directors realized the need for a Central 
Office, as it was impossible for a few in- 
dividuals to properly manage all the de- 
tails of the organization and, at the same 
time, take care of their dental practices. 
This was established in 1923 and has 
gradually developed to the present fine 
staff, which carries on the activities of 
the Chicago Dental Society. 

To the extent that we, the elected 
representatives of the membership, un- 
derstand the operation of the Central 
Office, we can add to its efficiency. 

A review of the duties of the various 
staff members in our office will give you 
a fair picture of the responsibility they 
have in carrying on the work of the or- 
ganization. We expect the entire staff 
to be with us for lunch; you will meet 
them personally, and I want to tell you 
exactly what they are doing for us. 

First, our Executive Secretary, Karl 
S. Richardson, who manages and super- 
vises all of the activities and personnel 
of the office; he is executive assistant to 
the officers, directors and committee 
chairmen. He arranges for and attends 
all meetings of the Society, Board of 
Directors and committees and carries out 
the policies established at these meetings.

He is business manager of the Fort- 
NIGHTLY Review, contracts for all dis- 
play advertising and checks all articles 
dealing with Society affairs. He is famil- 
iar with all phases of Society finances 
and reviews all contracts. He is the con- 
tact man for the Society in cooperation 
with the Illinois State Dental Society, the 
American Dental Association, the De- 
partment of Registration and Education, 
the Council of Welfare Agencies, the 
Chicago Better Business Bureau, the 
Chicago Convention Bureau, the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, the Palmer House, 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel, our legal coun- 
sel and representatives of the press. Be- 
sides co-ordinating the activities of all 
standing committees, he handles all of 
the tremendous amount of detail in- 
volved in preparation for our Midwinter 
Meeting; the problems of assigning space 
to the satisfaction of our exhibitors and 
utilizing the physical facilities of the Con- 
rad Hilton to the utmost constitute a 
full-time job for a couple of months. 
Every item of correspondence through- 
out the year must clear his desk in order 
to prevent misunderstandings, misinfor- 
mation or deviation from policy of the 
Board of Directors. 

Miss Amy Nelson, who has served us 
so faithfully for 29 years, is secretary to 
everyone! She handles mail and corre- 
spondence, including filing, types minutes 
and reports and takes the minutes of 
Ethics Committee meetings. She keeps 
membership records including processing 
of applications and payment of dues. She 
supervises the bookkeeping and writes 
all checks, which are signed by the treas- 
urer and counter-signed by the president 
or secretary. She supervises registration at 
monthly and Midwinter meetings. She 
assembles and prepares all copy for the 
printer for the preliminary and final pro- 
grams for Midwinter meetings. She han- 
dles registration receipts for exhibit space, 
Limited Attendance clinics and is respon- 
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sible for the safekeeping and deposit of 
all monies collected during the meeting. 

Miss Marion Harvey handles all details 
of publication of the FortNIGHTLY RE- 
VIEW, preparing copy, proof-reading, 
paging and final assembly, classified ad- 
vertising, billing and collection for all 
advertisements, bookkeeping, including 
deposit of funds and is secretary to the 
Editor for his correspondence. She also 
assists generally in the office in emergen- 
cies and with registration at monthly and 
Midwinter meetings. 

Mrs. LaVerne Decker is receptionist 
and receives all telephone calls. She 
maintains the mailing lists, referral file, 
membership cardex file, dental assistant’s 
register, mails membership cards and 
certificates, does mimeographing, miscel- 
laneous typing and addressing and assists 
on registration at monthly and Midwin- 
ter meetings. 

Edgar Stephens is director for the 
Committee on Dental Health Education 
and the Legislative and Law Enforce- 
ment Committee. He is responsible to 
these two committees in the same manner 
that Mr. Richardson is responsible to the 
Board of Directors. He takes care of de- 
tails for meetings of these committees, 
minutes, reports and program planning. 
He maintains contact with the various 
schools, public and parochial, Parent- 
Teachers Associations, industrial firms 
interested in diagnostic surveys, Welfare 
Council, Boys Clubs and any social 
groups interested in dental health edu- 


cation programs. His work for the Legis- 
lative and Law Enforcement Committee 
has been outstanding. Much of the evi- 
dence supplied to the law enforcement 
agencies was obtained by his untiring 
efforts in investigating complaints, pho- 
tographing “fronts” of illegal operators, 
securing witnesses and even submitting 
himself as a patient to gain evidence for 
prosecution. His efforts supplied infor- 
mation enough for revocation of licenses 
of some dentists who were working with 
illegal operators. 

During the past two years, particu- 
larly, the demands upon the time of our 
staff have increased tremendously. Be- 
sides our steadily increasing membership, 
entirely new activities have developed; 
such as TV Dental Clinic, which brings 
countless calls and letters into the office; 
the Dental Budget Plan created a land- 
slide of mail and clerical work; the fluori- 
dation project; the OASI controversy; 
and just recently House Bill #1118! 
During that emergency the staff worked 
days, nights, Saturday and Sunday; and 
officers came in to assist in taking phone 
calls and getting out mail. 

I doubt that the average member has 
any conception of the amount of work 
done by our Central Office staff. We are 
very fortunate in having such well-qual- 
ified, cooperative individuals in the Chi- 
cago Dental Society office.
